This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request of August 23, 1999, to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI), for information concerning Charles Bartlett 
Hudson. The FBI, on March 22, 2001, referred four classified 
Army-originated records, retrieved from their files to this 
office for a releasability determination. This correspondence 
was received in this office on April 3, 2001. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review of the 
referred classified Army-originated records in accordance with 
Executive Order 12958. As a result of this review we have 
determined that the records no longer warrant security 
classification protection and are partially releasable to you. 
The records are enclosed for your use. Fees for processing this 
request are waived. 

Since the release of some of the information deleted from 
these records would result in an unwarranted invasion of the 
privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

The withholding of the information described above is a 
partial denial of your request. This denial is made on behalf 
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considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you 
from filing litigation in the courts. 

In addition, we have been informed by the FBI that their 
information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of 
the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). To aid 

you in identifying their information, we have bracketed it in 
black. 

The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a 
partial denial of your request. If you decide to file an 
appeal, it should be sent to the Co-Director, Office of 
Information and Privacy, U.S. Department of Justice, Flag 
Building, Suite 570, Washington, DC 20530-0001 within 60 days 
from the date of this letter. The envelope and the letter 
should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" or

assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified.
